GENTLEMEN, 

In  again  laying  before  you  the  Annual  Report,  it  will  be  seen 
the  Tables  give  the  statistics  of  the  Births,  Deaths,  and  Infectious 
Diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  District,  and  also  for  each  of  the  Four 
Sub-Districts  into  which  it  has  been  divided. 

The  AREA  of  the  District  is  200,977  Acres,  and  is  divided  into 
the  Four  following,  with  their  Areas : 

Allendale  Sub-District  having  an  area  of  51,808  Acres  ; 

Bywell  Sab  District  having  an  area  of  50,547  Acres  ; 

Chollerton  Sub-District  having  an  area  of  50,794  Acres  ; 

Hexham  Sub-District  having  an  area  of  47,828  Acres. 

The  Population  of  the  whole  of  the  District  being  estimated  at 
28,485,  and  the  number  of 

Deaths  during  the  year  having  been  441,  gives  a death  rate  of 
15.4  per  thousand  ; of 

Births  there  lias  been  G74,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  27.9  p r 
thousand  of  the  population  ; and  of 

Infectious  Diseases  there  has  been  535,  for  which  see  Tables 
and  Manuscript.

INQUESTS  AND  UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. 


During  the  year,  and  over  the  whole  District,  there  has  been  24 
Deaths  which  have  been  notified  to  the  Coroner,  and  on  which  was  held 
14  Inquests,  and  on  the  remaining  10  he  did  not  consider  an  Inquest 
need  be  held,  but  gave  a Certificate  as  to  the  probable  cause  of  death. 
There  was  1 held  in  the  Allendale  District ; 5 in  the  By  well  District ; 
3 in  the  Hexham  District ; and  3 in  the  Chollerton  District.  Of  the 
cases  in  which  a Certificate  was  given,  4 were  in  the  Allendale  District ; 
5 in  the  By  well  District ; and  3 in  the  Chollerton  District.  The  cause, 
of  Death  in  the  cases  where  an  Inquest  was  held  were — Suicides,  2 ; 
Accidental  Drowning,  1 ; Injuries,  G ; Heart  Disease,  2 ; Burns,  1 ; 
Overlaying,  1 ; Consumption,  1.  Those  in  which  a Certificate  was 
given  were — Apoplexy,  2 ; Injuries,  1 ; Epilepsy,  1 ; Diarrhoea,  1 ; 
Heart,  3;  Bronchitis,  1;  Burns,  1;  Peritonitis,  1.  There  has  been 
returned  only  8 Deaths  as  against  19  last  year  in  which  there  had  been 
no  Medical  Attendant  nor  enquiry.  These  cases  are  gettiug  fewer  and 
fewer  year  by  year,  and  this  is  the  lowest  they  have  ever  been.  The 
causes  of  death  were  returned  as— from  Bronchitis,  2 ; Influenza,  1 ; 
Diarrhoea,  1 , Teething,  1 ; Heart  Disease,  1 ; Apoplexy,  1 ; and  Old 


Age,  1. 
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It  will  be  soon  the  number  of  Deaths  for  the  year  have  been  III, 
which  gives  a Death-rate  on  the  population  of  15-4.  Although  these 
numbers  are  greater  than  those  of  last  year,  which  were — Deaths,  402, 
and  the  Death-rate  14  '2  per  thousand,  they  cannot  be  considered  very 
high,  especially  when  the  various  characters  of  the  district,  and  the 
various  character  of  the  employments  in  it  are  taken  in  consideration. 
The  Diseases  in  which  there  was  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  over 
those  of  last  year  were  Diptheria,  9 more  ; Diarrhoea,  18  more ; 
Pneumonia,  9 more;  and  Tabes  Mesenterica,  a child’s  disease,  13  more. 
Of  the  rest  of  the  numbers  some  are  rather  more,  in  others  they  are  less 
than  last  year,  and  in  none  of  the  diseases  are  they  such  as  to  call 
particular  attention  to  them,  either  as  to  characters  or  numbers. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  numbers  of  these  returned  have  been  greater 
in  every  case  than  last  year,  the  Scarlat  Fever  cases  most  especially,  and 
this  principally  in  the  Bywell  Sub-District,  in  which  alone  there  was 
272  cases,  and  the  principal  part  of  which  were  confined  to  Mickley 
Square.  There  has  also  been  5 cases  of  Continued  Fever  ; 4 of  Small 
Pox  ; and  1 of  Croup,  none  of  which  were  reported  last  year.  There 
has  been  22  deaths  out  of  the  whole  number  of  535.  From  Diptheria, 
10  ; Scarlat  Fever,  G ; Typhoid  Fever,  4 ; Continued  Fever,  1 ; and 
Croup,  1 ; which  is  at  the  rate  of  4T  per  cent,  of  the  whole  of  th ; 
Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlat  Fever. — As  will  be  seen  the  number  of  this  is  a great  deal 
more  than  last  year,  in  fact,  1G4  more,  and  the  greatest  inci’ease  has 
been  in  the  Bywell  Sub-District,  where  there  has  been  double  the 
number  of  the  whole  of  the  rest  of  the  district  together.  It  has 
principally  affected  West  Wylam,  Prudhoe,  Low  Prudhoe,  and  Mickley 
Square.  The  latter  has  been  very  much  affected.  The  School  at  Low 
Prudhoe  was  closed  on  account  of  it  from  Aug.  19th  till  Nov.  28th  ; 
that  at  Mickley  from  it  ancl  threatened  Diptheria,  from  Nov.  28th  till 
Jan.  9th  ; that  at  Eltringham,  to  prevent  the  threatened  spread  of  it 
and  Diptheria,  from  Dec.  5th  till  Jan.  9th.  They  were  re-opened  at  the* 
time  stated,  though  there  has  been  several  cases  reported  at  Mickley 
Square  since  then.  There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  Mickley  Square 
School  being  a centre  of  infection  ; and  from  the  danger  of  the  spread 
of  Diptheria,  of  which  there  had  been  two  or  three  cases,  there  could  be 
no  doubt  as  to  the  policy  of  closing  the  school,  indeed,  it  could  not  have 


boon  carried  on  in  any  case  under  the  circumstances.  There  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  the  disease  has  been  very  much  spread  by  the  utter  dis- 
regard which  the  people  have  in  going  in  and  out  of  each  others  houses, 
where  the  disease  is  ; and  another  undoubted  source  of  infection  is 
attending  the  funerals,  and  the  tea  drinking  afterwards.  The  disease 
has  certainly  been  of  a very  mild  character,  as  out  of  the  3TG  cases 
which  have  occurred  in  the  whole  district,  there  has  been  only  G deaths, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  1 -5  per  cent. 

Dipthrria.— Of  this  there  has  been  58  cases,  51  of  which  have  been 
in  the  Bywell  Sub-District ; 5 in  the  Chollerton  Sub-District  ; and  2 in 
the  Allendale  Sub-District,  This  is  double  the  number  there  lias  ever 
been  before.  There,  has  been  10  deaths  from  it,  9 of  which  were  in  the 
Bywell  District,  and  1 in  the  Chollerton  District.  In  the  number  of 
those  reported  in  the  Bywell  District,  21  were  at  Halfway  Houses,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  there  were  6,  of  which  3 were  in  one  house,  and  1 
in  each  of  the  three  other  houses.  There  has  in  no  instance  been  a case 
where  there  has  been  more  than  one  death  in  one  house,  except  that  in 
which  the  3 unfortunately  occurred.  The  disease  was  not  only  in 
isolated  houses,  but  in  isolated  parts,  that  is,  it  did  not  occur  in  a 
number  of  houses  closely  together  in  one  part  of  the  district,  nor,  until 
it  got  to  Halfway  Houses  did  it  assume  in  any  way  an  epidemic  form. 
How  the  first  case  arose  here  could  not  be  clearly  made  out,  but  it 
spread  from  one  to  another,  and  there  can  be  no  question  or  doubt  about 
it  that  it  was  spread  from  personal  contact  and  utter  disregard  as  to  the 
danger  of  allowing  the  children  to  play  together  when  in  a state  of  in- 
fection, they  and  adults  as  well  going  without  let  or  hindrance  into  each 
others  houses.  It  is  not  possible  to  isolate  a child  from  the  rest  of  these 
in  a house  where  there  is  only  one  living  room,  and  a sort  of  pantry 
kitchen  downstaiis,  with  two  rooms  and  an  unenclosed  recess  on  the 
landing  upstairs,  as  in  these  houses,  but  that  is  not  the  point.  How  the 
disease  was  spread  is  as  has  just  been  said.  Another  unquestionable 
source  is  the  attendances  at  the  funerals,  and  the  entertainment  of 
friends  afterwards,  either  in  that  or  a neighbour’s  house,  or  perhaps  in 
both.  It  may  be  remarked,  the  privy,  of  which  there  is  one  to  ea  h 
house,  is  at  the  top  of  the  garden  right  away.  There  are  4 unenclos  d 
ashpits  for  the  row  of  12  houses,  across  the  road.  The  channel  for  the 
slops  is  an  open  one,  and  extends  the  whole  length  of  the  row,  and  has

always  been  found  in  a fairly  well  flushed  and  clean  state,  and  the*  water 
is  from  the  public  supply.  The  epidemic,  fortunately,  has  now  ceased, 
as  the  last  two  cases  reported  were  on  Dec.  3rd  and  Dec.  feth. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Of  this  there  has  been  21  cases,  of  which  18  were 
in  the  Bywell  Sub-District,  the  whole  of  which  were  isolated  ones,  with 
the  except  on  of  two  instances  at  Riding  Mill,  where  there  was  two  cases 
reported  from  No.  1,  The  Terrace,  the  one  a boy  aged  5,  and  this  may 
have  been  an  imported  case  ; afterwards  a servant  was  reported,  who 
had  probably  got  it  through  attending  the  boy.  There  was  nothing  in 
the  sanitary  state  of  the  house  to  account  for  the  first  case,  and  the 
water  supply  was  the  one  used  for  the  whole  of  the  Terrace,  and  is  a 
good  one.  The  other  case  was  at  the  Railway  Station  House,  where 
there  was  first  two  boys  reported  on  Nov.  9th,  afterwards  three  more 
were  reported.  Here  the  surroundings  were  in  every  way  apart  from 
The  Terrace,  in  regard  to  water  and  everything.  The  drains  were 
examined  and  found  imperfect,  and  they  have  been  attended  to.  There 
was  another  case  at  the  Brick  Cottages,  here  the  water  supply  was  again 
different,  and  had  no  connection  with  the  others.  There  were  defects 
about  the  privy  and  ashpit  and  one  of  the  drains,  which  might  have 
been  the  cause.  There  has  fortunately  been  no  death  from  it  here. 
There  has,  however,  been  4 deaths  altogether,  2 of  which  cases  were 
imported  ones.  1 case  had  been  imported  from  Heddon  on-the-Wall  to 
Horse  Close — a girl  aged  19  who  had  been  in  service.  Another,  a man 
who  followed  the  employment  of  a tailor  at  Newcastle  was  sent  home  to 
Wall,  where  he  died.  The  other  cases  were  a girl  aged  18,  who  con- 
tracted the  disease  by  attending  another  case  at  Wall ; and  the  last  was 
a man  at  Newton,  aged  59,  a complicated  case,  where  the  surroundings 
were  very  favourable,  and  where  probably  the  Typhoid  symptoms  had 
supervened  upon  other  tilings. 

Measles. — There  has  been  a great  many  cases  of  this  over  the  whole 
of  the  district.  How  many  cases  there  may  have  been  there  can  be  no 
idea  formed,  as  they  are  not  on  the  Notifiable  List.  Some  idea  may  ho 
formed  from  the  Schools  at  Allenlieads  having  been  closed  from  it  from 
1A  1)  3rd  till  Feb.  28th  ; those  at  llumsiiaugh  from  March  7th  till  April 
4th  those  at  Bingfield  from  .March  31st  to  May  'hid.  It  also  affected 
Hardhnugh  School  in  the  beginning  of  February,  when  there  was  also  a 
case  or  two  of  Sea  rial  Fever.  It  was  however  not  considered  necessary 
to  close  altogether,  hut  to  exclude  certain  scholars,  and  so,  if  possible, 


keep  it  open  ; this  was  doin',  and  the  duties  carried  on.  The  same 
occurred  at  the  Butt  Bank  School  ; there  were  a great  many  cases  there 
in  the  beginning  of  January,  seriously  affecting  the  attendance  at  the 
School,  but  it  was  also  in  this  case  not  considered  closure  would  be  of 
benefit  in  controlling  the  numbers,  therefore  in  it  also  the  duties  were 
carried  on.  From  the  large  number  of  cases  there  has  been,  it  has  been 
of  a singularly  mild  type,  as  there  has  only  been  2 deaths  from  it  in  the 
whole  district 

Whooping  Cough. — There  has  been  a lame  number  of  cases  over  the 
whole  of  the  district.  ft  has  not  been  of  such  a character  as  to  be 
termed  epidemic  in  regard  to  numbers,  all  affecting  one  particular  place, 
but  as  has  been  said,  the  numbers  were  very  considerable,  There  were 
a good  many  cases  amongst  the  scholars  attending  the  Butt  Bank  School 
in  December,  but  it  was  not  considered  beneficial  to  close,  and  the  duties 
were  carried  on.  It  is  very  fortunate  it  has  been  of  such  a mild 
character,  there  having  been  only  4 deaths  from  it,  as  against  2 of  last 
year.  It  is  peculiar,  but  no  matter  how  many  deaths  may  occur  from 
this  complaint,  the  parents  never  seem  to  think  much  about  it,  and  take 
no  precautions,  such  as  they  would  in  some  diseases,  against  others 
others  taking  it. 

Chicken  Pox. — These  has  been  a considerable  number  of  cases  of  this, 
affecting  the  children  attending  the  School  at  Ordley  and  Whittington, 
especially  the  latter,  but  by  the  isolation  of  certain  families  it  soon  died 
out,  and  the  duties  were  continued. 

Small  Pox.- — Of  this  there  has  been  4 cases,  all  adults.  In  3 of  the 
cases  the  origin  was  clearly  traced,  in  the  other  one  no  do  fin  ate  source 
could  be  arrived  at.  The  cases,  with  the  exception  of  the  last,  which 
was  a very  mild  one  and  treated  at  home,  were  removed  to  the  work- 
house  hospital  ; all  of  them  had  been  vaccinated,  and  recovered.  All 
who  had  been  in  contact  with  them  were  vaccinated  at  once,  and  the 
houses,  itc.,  disinfected,  and  anything  which  could  not  be  so  destroyed. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  theie  was  no  further  spread  from  any  one  of 
the  cases. 

Erysipelas. — Of  this  there  has  been  70  cases  returned.  They  have 
been  isolated  ones,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been  found  to  have  been 
communicated  from  one  to  another.  It  has  been  of  a very  mild 
character,  and  there  has  been  no  deaths  from  it.  There  has  been  a 
great  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 


Influenza. — Thorp  lias  l»oon  a considerable  mimhov  of  oases,  hut  as 
was  remarked  last  year,  not  of  an  epidemic  character.  There  was  how- 
ever 6 deaths  returned  from  it,  which  is  the  same  number  as  last  year. 

Isolation  Hospital.  — J here  is  now  every  prospect  of  one  being  erected 
in  the  Eastern  portion  of  the  district,  where  arrangements  are  being 
made  for  that  purpose,  on  a suitable  place  between  Stocksfield  and 
IVlick ley  Square.  It  would  certainly  have  been  of  the  greatest  service 
in  the  present  outbreak  of  Diptheria,  as  the  cases  could  have  been 
promptly  isolated,  and  its  spread  checked. 

Closure  oj  Schools.  -Little  more  or  different  can  be  said  than  was 
last  year  in  regard  to  this.  It  is  doubtful  in  many  places  in  the  district 
whether  the  closure  is  of  benefit  in  checking  the  spread  of  an  epidemic, 
but  if  it  is  to  be  so,  it  is  the  best  in  every  respect,  both  from  a sanitary 
and  educational  point,  that  it  should  be  done  at  once,  as  by  doing  so  an 
earlier  start  can  be  made  with  a good  attendance.  The  greatest  care  is 
always  used  in  this  matter,  and  whenever,  either  by  isolation  of  certain 
families,  or  a certain  portion  of  the  district,  this  can  be  avoided,  it  is 
always  done. 

Dwellings. — There  has  been  67  new  houses  erected  during  the  year, 
which  is  1 7 more  than  that  of  last  year.  There  continues  to  be  the 
greatest  want  and  demand  for  houses  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  a 
working  man  his  family,  one  with  not  less  than  four,  but  preferably  five 
rooms,  and  when  any  of  these  are  built  they  are  eagerly  sought  after 
As  is  known,  the  great  majority  of  houses  in  the  pit  villages  are  what  is 
termed  back  to  back,  and  of  course,  no  through  ventilation  ; are  over- 
crowded and  not  suited  for  a family  ; and  was  it  not  for  the  cleanly 
habits  of  the  mining  community,  the  health  of  the  district  would  not  bo 
as  satisfactory  as  it  is.  To  erect  a house  such  as  is  mentioned  as  suit, 
able  costs  a good  sum,  which  naturally  demands  a larger  rent  to  be  paid) 
and  in  many  cases  is  the  cause  of  sub-letting,  and  again  over-crowding. 
But  there  had  perhaps  better  be  a little  over-crowding  in  a good  housq 
than  a good  deal  in  a Lad  one.  This  is  a condition  which  will  right 
itself  as  tlie  number  of  houses  suitable  for  the  larger  and  mixed  growing 
up  families  are  erected,  and  of  such,  a number  are  going  to  be  elected 
by  the  Company  at  Mickley  Square. 
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Seioaraye. — The  system  of  Sewarage  which  tlic  Council  Inis  decided  to 
adopt,  and  the  septic  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  Leyburn  Terrace, 
Halfway  Houses,  and  Beaumont  Cottages,  will  answer  the  desired 
purpose  well,  the  position  of  the  place  chosen  being  a very  good  one  in 
regard  to  the  gradients,  itc. 

Water  Supply. — Hedley-on-the-Hill.  — The  supply  to  this  place,  has 
been  completed.  This  must  prove  a great  boon,  as  it  was  very  badly 
supplied  indeed,  the  domestic  supply  having  to  be  brought  from 
considerable  distances,  and  often  scanty  in  quantity  then. 

Acomb.  —The  scheme  which  was  laid  before  and  enquired  into  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  for  the  supply  of  the  village  and  terraces,  has 
been  approved  of,  at  a cost  of  £1145. 

North  Farm,  Horsley,— A new  supply  has  been  provided  for  this. 

Haydon  Bridge. — A new  supply  has  been  provided  for  Tofts  Farm, 
East  Mill  Hills  Farm,  and  Plnnderheath  Cottages,  near  Haydon  Bridge. 
The  supply  to  Haydon  Bridge  itself  is  still  being  enquired  into  and 
considered  by  the  Committee,  and  proceeded  with  as  expeditiously  as 
possible  under  the  circumstances.  There  is  no  doubt  the  village  is  in 
great  want  cf  a better  supply. 

New  Ridley. — The  supply  to  this  place  has  been  before  the  Council 
several  times,  and  in  the  Annual  Reports.  An  engineer  has  now  been 
engaged  to  survey  and  give  a report  on  a scheme  which  will  not  only 
supply  this  place,  but  Painsliawlield  Estate  and  High  and  Low  Mick  ley. 
If  the  report  be  favourable,  and  the  scheme  carried  out,  it  will  be  of 
immense  importance  and  advantage  to  the  district. 

Riding  Mill. — There  has  been  a new  supply  got  to  the  blacksmith’s 
shop  and  house  here.  There  is  also  a new  source  being  enquired  into 
which  will  supply  the  station  and  cottages,  also  the  school  and  cottages. 
This,  if  accomplished,  will  be  a very  great  benefit,  as  it  is  much  needed. 

Wheat  Hill,  Wood  Hall,  and  Edge  House. — I would  wish  to  call 
attention  again  to  this  supply,  which  has  been  brought  before  the  notice 
of  the  District  Council  several  times.  There  has  nothing  been  done  as 
yet.  These  three  places  are  very  much  in  want  of  water  indeed,  in  fact, 
very  seriously  so.  In  anything  like  a droughty  season  there  is  not  a 
drop  to  be  had.  A supply  can  be  easily  got  which  will  supply  the 
whole  three  farms. 
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Slaloy.  — 1 hi1,  supply  here  was  reported  upon  before,  as  to  the  quantity 
princip  illy,  and  was  referred  by  the  District  to  tin;  Parish  Council. 
1 he  latter  deepened  some  of  the  wells,  which  increased  the  supply,  and 
reported  themselves  as  being  satisfied.  The  Medical  OfHcer  was 
directed  to  s«e  it  again  after  a time  had  elapsed.  This  was  done  on  two 
occasions,  and  on  both,  the  people  said  there  had  been  no  scarcity,  and 
they  were  now  satisfied.  It  will,  however,  yet  be  kept  under 
observation,  and  reported  to  the  District  Council  if  necessary. 

Gentlemen, 

In  again  laying  the  Annual  Report  before  you,  it  is  with 
satisfaction  such  a favourable  one  can  again  be  presented.  The  Death 
Rate  is  a little  higher  ; and  the  Birth  Rate  is  a little  lower.  It  was 
hoped  the  Death  Rate  would  have  continued  getting  lower,  as  it  as  been 
doing.  It  is  now  15 -6,  which  is  only  P4  more  than  last  year.  The 
increase  is  only  a small  one,  and  certainly  will  prove  only  a temporary 
one,  ’and  is  easily  accounted  for  by  the  unusual  number  of  deaths  in 
certain  diseases,  and  which  will  be  seen  referred  to  in  the  Report.  It 
will  be  seen  there  has  been  an  enormous  increase  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  this  lias  been  principally  in  the  Scarlat  Fever.  There  has 
also  been  a large  number  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  Taking  the 
district  as  a whole,  it  is  in  a most  satisfactory  state,  and  the  improve- 
ments which  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  those  in 
contemplation,  both  in  Water  Supplies  and  everything,  are  both  many 
and  great,  and  cannot  fail  to  have  a most  appreciable  effect  on  the 
future  health  and  sanitary  statistics.
